Lindsay measure gives the 
mission the right of eminent domain 
provides that it may sue and be sued 
and places the commission 
of all projects looking 
iiting of the memorial. It also pro- 
vides for the repeal of all other acts 
which were approved with a view to- 
ward completing the memorial. 

Under the Lindsay plan the mem- 
bers of the commission besides the 
governor and the mayors of Atlanta 
and Decatur would be appointed by 
the governor, one whose term would 
expire on December 31, 1932, a sec- 
ond whose term would expire the 
following year, a third, whose term 
would expire on December 31, 1934, 
and a fourth whose term would ex- 
pire the following year. The offi- 
eials would be members exofficio 
and their terms of office run concur- 
rent with their public offices. 

The bill provides that the seat of 
the commission be Fulton county ana 
that it be empowered to accept dona- 
tions to the memorial project, that it 
be given the right to “condemn any 
property suitable for park or me- 
morial purposes” and to assume 
charge of any property dedicated, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to the state. 

By Mr. Lindsay's plan the commis 
sion would be reyuired to make full, 
complete aud regular reports to the 
outlining the werk it has 
accomplished and make a full report 
on all funds received and paid ont.
